To rid n bouse 
of theso posts the nnllves bang the 
branch of n tree bearing n spider's nest 
to n nnil In the celling. 
The surfnco 


of tho nest enlarges concenlrloallr 
nfter each capture of nn Insect, nnd It 
cicrclscs nn Irresistible attraction on 
flics. When a spider's nest Is opened 
It Is found to be filled with Insects. 
Eipcrlmcnts mndo wllh paper nests 
so manufactured as to be oinct copies 
of the real nests show that flies will 
not enter them. 
Though very small 


nnd apparently Insignificant, tha In- 
habitant of the mosmiero attacks In- 
sects far more Important In size than 
tho largest housefly. The wasp U one 
of Its favorite Tlctlms, and the wasp 
always gets tho worst of the struggle.
